There are yet other factors.

Grounded Space Ship Will Recreate 
The World of 200 Miles Above Earth 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., Feb. 18 —Air Force plans for a 
simulated space ship, in which men may find out what it is 
‘like 200 miles above the earth without leaving the ground, 
were disclosed today. 

Dr. Richard Roche, head of the research department of 
Litton Industries, Beverly Hills, Calif., said his company had 
been developing the altitude chamber for 3% years, and 
planned to make it available to the Air Force office of Sci- 
entific Research in April or May. 

Roche told an astronautics symposium—a gathering of 600 
rocket and missile experts—that the simulated space labora- 
tory would include an entry way 8 by 13 feet and a vacuum 
chamber 15 by 35 feet. 

_- Safety controls would restore normal conditions inside a 
chamber with two seconds in an emergency. 

Roche said the man or men in the chamber would wear a 
special suit pressurized to five pounds per square inch of 
oxygen, ‘‘about the same as putting him inside a football.”’ 

’ Roche said that without this pressurization the space pilot 
could not move at all, could not even flex a finger.

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Explosive Mideast 
Faces New Turmoi 


President Eisenhower will cut short 
his Georgia vacation today to return to 
Washington to grapple with*the renewed 
Middle East crisis. The gravity of the 
situation, of course, is proved by the 
President’s concern. 

* The administration and Secretary Dul- 

les have been putting intense pressure on 
both Israel and President Nasser of Egypt 
to end the dangerous deadlock over with- 
drawal of Israeli troops from the Gaza 
strip and the Gulf of Aqaba. 

In a determined attempt to end the 
stalemate, the United States has offered 
assurance to Israel that this country will 
keep the Gulf of Aqaba open to interna- 
tional shipping and use all its influence to 
keep U.N. forces posted along the Israeli- 
Egyptian border. 

Apparently the efforts have failed. 
The Israeli government has rejected the 
offers and insists upon keeping troops 
where they are until more definite guar- 
antees of protection against Egypt are 
given. 

The Israelis point out that despite 
Egypt’s explanation that Cairo has no in- 
tention of interfering with peaceful ship- 
ping in the gulf, there stands Cairo’s in- 
sistence that it is still at war with Israel. 
They also say that this very fact makes 
it imperative that Israel protect itself 
against raids across the Gaza strip. 

So again the United States is on the 
spot. The problem is aggravated by the 
fact that the United Nations has demanded 
that the Israelis withdraw and threatens 
to impose sanctions. 

What must be done, of course, is to 
persuade the Israelis to withdraw with 
proper U.N. guarantees. Egypt in turn 
must end its claim of belligerent rights, 
guarantee free passage to all ships in the 
Gulf of Aqaba and agree to U.N. adminis- 
tration of the Gaza strip. 

In the background, however, are the 
Russians. It is in Moscow’s interest to 
keep the region in a state of crisis and 
to pose as a friend of the Arabs. They 
want no stability and this means a con- 
tinued threat to Suez and to the vital oil 
interests in the area. 

Meanwhile, the President and Secre- 
tary Dulles have to struggle with the 
problem. The country can hope that what 
Mr. Truman and other Democrats have 

beefi saying—that the administration's 
Middle East plan is too little and too late 
—is wrong. But certainly there is no 
reason for optimism at this stage.

Some Aid From Truman 


It is unfortunate in the extreme that 
former President Harry S. Truman could 
not accept the invitation tendered him by 
the governments of Greece and Turkey to 
attend the 10th anniversary celebration 
of the Truman doctrine. 


It was that dramatic bit of planning 
which saved those two countries from 
communism and they are right to cele- 
brate it and the foreign policy which 
did, in fact, defeat Russian-inspired strat- 
egy to take them over at a time when their 
own strength had vanished in the great 
war. 


It. is reported with some reliability 
that Secretary Dulles sent a perfunctory 
letter to Mr. Truman, following a tele- 
phone call advising him of the invitation 
which had been sent through the gov- 
ernment. 

If this be true, it is either an example 
of pettiness or thoughtlessness. Now is a 
time when this country needs all the unity 
it can muster. Truman had been gen- 
erous enough to affirm the administra- 
tion’s Middle Eastern policy, though re- 
gretting its tardy appearance. It would 
have been a diplomatic triumph to have 
him go in an official capacity, represent- 
ing this country. Both countries are on 
the perimeter of the Middle East and 
are important forces in the present prob- 
lem. Both are members of NATO.

The Main Line remains a sym- 
bol as well as a location: but in 
both senses, it is often misun- 
derstood. It actually dates to an 
old project of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, called the 


Main Line of Public Works This 


was approved in 1828; it was to 
make up a system of horse- 
drawn Cars, canal boats and in- 
clined planes, whereby a trav- 
eler from New York might reach 
Pittsburgh in about a week. 

The system was acquired by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad (in- 
corporated in 1846) and the term 
Main Line came to apply spe- 
cifically to the gently rolling, 
tall-treed section on both sides 
of the westbound tracks as far 
as Paoli. 

In 1957, as in its prime, the 
Main Line stands for solid re- 
spectability; for reasonable pros- 
perity; for a subtly rigid code of 
social behavior, and, in a de- 
creasing number .of cases, a 
lavish social life.

Brucellosis 


Continues a 


Bad Problem 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 

False economy plays a role in 
the spread of brucellosis among 
farm families. Its members drink 
contaminated milk that cannot be 
sold because farmers are too 
thrifty to throw it away. Brucel- 
losis is a hard nut to crack and 
continues to plague man and ani- 
mals despite our knoWledge of its 
cause and transmission. 

Brucellosis has become a prom- 
inent industrial disease among vet- 
erinarians, farmers and beef and 
hog butchers. 

The rest of us are potential can- 
didates whenever we ingest un- 
pasteurized milk obtained from in- 
fected cows and’ goats. 

Bang’s disease, the counterpart 
of this disease in animals, leads 
to abortion among cattle, and in 
this respect is a serious threat 
to the economy of the farmer. 
Brucellosis is contagious among 
animals but not between humans. 
The original description of the dis- 
order years ago stated that the 
victim went through alternating 
periods of fever, malaise, and 
weakness followed by periods of 
relative comfort. 

This undulating character of the 
fever explains why the condition 
was known as undulant fever. . 

But, in this country, the chronic 
form is more common, with a 
constant fever. Initially the tem- 
perature may go as high as 104 
degrees F., with chills, sweats, 
and generalized aching, including 
backache. In others, fever is less 
noticeable but increasing lassi- 
tude, weakness, and aching are 
present, especially in the after- 
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centration in the “blood, the sit-

Rauber contends the even now there are not enough physical 
resources ‘‘for us to do everything we want to do at one time,” 
and that this scarcity will be much greater in the future ‘‘unless 
science can pull off more miracles than now seem probable.”’ 


Economic Expansion Held Not Too Spectacular 
But what of the past decade—just the past 10 years—of eco- 


nomic 


“Not as spectacular . +. as we might have expected,”’ he says. 
After deflating today's dollars and allowing for the population 
increase since World War II, Rauber finds that: 


1. Our economy is producing only $100 more of real goods and 


services per capita. 


2. The average person is getting only $62 a year more to 


spend or save. 


Obviously, then, the ‘‘enormous,"’ the ‘‘fantastic’’ spending 
for new plants and equipment is not yielding anything like a com- 
mensurate improvement in the quantity of goods and services at 
the disposal of the average person, adds the economist. 

He says much of this money is needed just to replace old 
plants, equip newcomers to the labor force and support nonpro- 
ductive persons—something akin to the “Alice in Wonderland”’ 
place where ‘“‘you have to run as hard as you can just to stay in 


one place. 


“To get anywhere else, you have to ran twice that fast.”’ 


Fortunately, Dr. Rauber notes, Americans so far have been 
able to have all the things they want—more children, shorter 
‘hours, more goods, more vacations and earlier retirement. 

But he doubts “‘that we can keep on doing so for long.’’ 


Asks ‘Rational Thinking, Action’ by Leaders 


The “one sure way out of this difficulty,’’ he adds, ‘‘would be 
the voluntary and sufficiently drastic limitation of the birth rate 


for the sake of the future.’’ 


However, doubting the effectiveness of such a program at this 
time, Dr. Rauber calls for “rational 
“few key figures upon whese shoulders” our civilization will move 
forward. These key figures, he says, are: 


1. Scientists, who must ‘‘deliberately bend more of their ef- 
forts toward capital-saving and resource-conserving processes.”’ 
2. Businessmen, who “should throw the weight of their influ- 
ence against all waste and extravagance and in favor of the most 
economical use of the resources over which they have disposal.”’ 
3. Bankers, who should ‘‘see that credit is used to increase the 
economy to sustain the life of the population, and 
not merely to facilitate the squandering of our resources in trivial 
and often unnecessary consumption by a thoughtléss public.”’ 


Dr. Rauber says the rest of us—as individuals and corpora- 
tions—‘‘may also do something in this common task.
